REMARKS 

These remarks are in response to the Final Office Action mailed April 20. 
2007. Claims 14, 18, 19, 20 and 27 have been amended. Support for the 
amendments can be found throughout the specification and claims as filed. In 
particular, the amendments are supported by the pending claims. The claims have 
been amended to reorganize and provide a "contacting" of the compound with the 
cells.

REJECTION UNDER 35 U.S.C. S112. SECOND PARAGRAPH 

Claims 14-27 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. §112, second paragraph as 
allegedly being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the 
subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. Applicants respectfully 
traverse this rejection with respect to the amended claims. 

Applicants have amended the claims to set forth that the cells are contacted 
with a compound and measuring a biological activity or toxicity. Applicants believe 
that the amendments and remarks above overcome the rejection. Accordingly, 
Applicants respectfully request withdrawal of the rejection.
